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FOREWORD 


This memorandum includes selected federal 
legislation related to the broad field of social welfare 
from 1908 to the end of the session ended by dis- 
solution on February 26, 1974. It is not intended to 
be a complete list. For the most part, it includes 
major legislation, although some legislation, for 
example, that authorizing federal aid for unemploy- 
ment assistance inthe 1920's, is listed as a matter of 
historical interest. Major amendments are included 
and, for reference purposes, the statute citation is 
given for each Act and amendments are indicated by 
the statute year. Changes made by regulation are not 
included. 


This memorandum is a revision of the 1969 
edition which covered the period 1908 to April 23, 
1968. The memorandum was prepared by Miss Ruth

Authorized the sale of immediate or deferred annuities to any 
purchaser upon payment of a specified sum at fixed and definite 
intervals. Authorized any society or any incorporated fraternal, 
benevolent or religious body to contract on behalf of its members for 
the sale to its members of annuities, and employers to purchase 
annuities for their employees with contributions from either or both. 
Administered by the Minister of Labour.

Provided for certain procedures to apply to juveniles under the age of 
sixteen years in those provinces or parts of a province for which the 
Act was expressly proclaimed.

Provided that the Act ''be liberally construed that its purpose be 
carried out, namely, that the care and custody and discipline of a 
juvenile delinquent be as nearly as that which should be given by its 
parents, and that so far as practicable every juvenile delinquent be 
treated not as a criminal but as a misdirected and misguided child, 
and one needing aid, encouragement, help and assistance, "' 


Provided that the juvenile court have exclusive jurisdiction in cases 
of delinquency under the Act, with certain exceptions for indictable 
offences.

Prohibited war charities (any fund, institution, or association, other 
than a church or the Salvation Army, having as an object the relief of 
suffering or distress or the supplying of needs or comforts to 
sufferers from the war, or their families or dependants, or any 
other charitable purpose connected with the War) to appeal to the 
public for funds unless registered with the Secretary of State or 
other designated Minister. Set the conditions to be met by war 
charities.

replaced by the Soldier Settlement Act, 1919.) 


Authorized the Minister of the Interior to grant up to 160 acres of land 
from land reserver for the purpose to a settler (a returned soldier or 
the widow of any person who died on active service in World War I). 


Established ''The Soldier Settlement Board" of three commissioners 
appointed by the Governor in Council to hold office during good 
behaviour but not beyond the age of 70 years. 


Authorized the Board to make loans to settlers under specified 
conditions for acquiring or improvement of agricultural land, the 
payment of incumbrances on such land, the erection of farm buildings; 
the purchase of stock, machinery and equipment, and such other 
purposes as approved by the Board. Authorized the Board, with the 
approval of the Governor in Council, to make provision for agricultural 
instruction and training for soldiers and for training in domestic and 
household science for soldiers' wives and female dependants.

Included an item in the Main Estimates (Vote 299) of $25 million for 
loans to provincial governments to encourage housing construction in 
congested districts throughout Canada under the terms and conditions 
of the Order in Council of December 3, 1918. 


P. Gs 299 /7'dated’ December 37 1918: (see!S.iGinlOloe® po. else jeantici- 
pated an intensification of the housing shortage with the return of 
soldiers from overseas and their re-establishment with their families 
in civil life and occupations.

employment. Authorized the payment to the provinces of funds toward 
the maintenance of employment offices.

municipalities, and contained (Schedule D) an amount for unemployment 
relief for the fiscal year 1921-22. (Emergency relief covered payment 
for food, clothing, shelter, and in exceptional circumstances, medical 
attendance. ) 


P.C. 3831 of October 7, 1921, outlined the policy of the federal 
government in respect of unemployment and extended the provisions 
for which federal aid could be given to include one-third of the actual 
cost over the estimated normal cost of municipal works provided to 
relieve unemployment in the normal working season, conditional upon 
the Province contributing on an equal basis.

Under P.C. 220 of February 5, 1923, the federal government offered

Department of Soldiers' Civil Re-establishment, to the extent of 
one-third of such disbursements. Federal expenditures were to be 
payable out of the appropriation for the fiscal year 1922-23 for 
unemployment relief administered by the Minister of Labour.

1973 An Act to amend the National Housing Act, S.C. 1973-74, c. 18. 


Authorized loans under section 15 for the total lending value of a 

project to a non-profit corporation that: is constituted exclusively 

for charitable purposes; or is a cooperative association constructing, 
acquiring or improving a housing project with the intention of 

providing housing to persons, the majority of whom are members of 

the association who will occupy the housing otherwise than as owners 
upon completion of the project; or is a housing corporation all of the 
shares of which are owned by a municipality or an agent of a municipality. 
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Authorized Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation to make a 
contribution to a non-profit corporation in any of the above categories 
for a purpose for which a loan may be made up to 10 percent of the 
capital cost of the project.

Authorized the payment from the Consolidated Revenue Fund of 
family allowances on behalf of children under eighteen years of age 
wholly or substantially maintained by a parent resident in Canada. 
At least one parent must: be a Canadian citizen, have landed 
immigrant status, or have been admitted to Canada as a non- 
immigrant in prescribed circumstances. 


Set the amount of the allowance at $20 per child per month with 
provision for a province to vary by legislation the amount according to 
the age of the child or the number of children in the family or both.

Required a minimum allowance per child of at least 60 percent of the 
authorized amount with the total payments for each three-year period 
equal to an amount had $20 per child been paid. 


Provided that a family allowance ceases to be payable if the child or 
the parent maintaining the child ceases to be resident in Canada or the 
child reaches the age of eighteen, dies or ceases to be wholly or 
substantially maintained by a parent.
